PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti, March 


15.—After only two weeks of work 


in Haiti, but clothed with wide ad- 
ministrative powers given them by 
yadio from Washington, the ver 
Investigation Commission tonight 
believed they had svcitied the long- 
standing Haitian political problem. 
and ultimately the question of 
American occupation. 

President Louis Borno, who has 
been recalcitrant toward the com- 
mission’s plan for holding legisia- 
tiveglections and setting up a pro- 
visional government, suddenly 
agreed to the plans today. 

The commissioners immediately 
followed his acceptance by an- 
nouncing in ce formal statement 
that ali sides had agreed on the 
selection of Eugene Roy to be.tem- 
porary President ‘until legislative 
elections can be held tater this 
year. 

They now believe that their work 
is over and are arranging to leave 
Haiti tomorrow for home aboard 
the U. S. S. Rochester, which 
brought them to Haiti Feb. 28. 


Choice Approved by Borno. 


The choice of Roy has been ap- 
proved by President Borno, by 
*‘Brigadier-Genera) John H. Russell. 
AmericanHigh Commissioner, and 
of course, by the opposition groups 
who proposed him. President 
Hoover also gave his approval to 
him, and his appointment will be 
formally ratified by the convention 
of electors on March 20, and by the 
Cauncil of State on April 14. He 
will not take office, however, unti! 
May 15, when President Borno’s 
term expires. 


President Hoover informed the 

commissioners that he would rec- 
ognizé the Government elected this 
year and approved the holding of 
legislative elections as soon as Roy 
desires to call them. This prob- 
abiy will take place in August. 
» Roy, about 65 years old. is a 
broker, who has never taken part 
actively in politics. He was for- 
merly president of the Government 
Clearing House and is weil versed 
in the management of § finances. 
All sides apparently are ready to 
co-operate with him. 

It is hoped that the regularlv 
elected president can be inducted 
into office by September. Presj- 
dent Borno’s written signature to 
the ,commission’s plan greatly 
pleased the opposition. The offi- 
cers of the confederated opposition 
Sroups also put their signatures 
to it. 


Statement by Commission. 

The commission's statement an- 
nouncing the achievements today 
said: ' 

“The commission is glad to an- 
nounce that its plan, made public 
March 9, is now in a fair way to 
become effective. 

“The Federated groups hve 
formulated and sent in a signed 
statement of their program satis- 
factory to the commission and to 
President Borno. They hare also 
suggested five names of candidates 
for temporary president who would 
be acceptable to them. 

“President BRorno has informed 
the commission, through Brigadier- 
General Russell, that ¢f these 
names that of Eugene Roy was 
Satisfactory to him, thus making 
Roy the coalition candidate, 

“The plan provides briefly: 
That the convention of electors 
representing the difrerent patrictic 
groups and organizations be as- 
sembled and vote March 29 for the 
candidate for the presidency. whose 
name will then be submitted to the 
Council of State, which will vote 
on April 14. 

“Approved by both sides in due 
course, he will then succeed to the 
presidency at the expiration — of 
President Borno’s term. having 
pledged himself to call elections 
for the legislative chambers at the 
earliest possible date. 

“He will present his resignation 
to the chambers when they con- 
wene. The latter will then pro- 
ceed to elect. a president for the 
regular term. 

“The program also has the sanc- 
tion and the approval of President 
‘Hoover and of the State Depart- 
ment in Washington. 

“The commission feels that this 
is a happy solution of the prob- 
Jem and wishes to express its 
thanks to President Borno and the 
officers of the Government, on 
‘one side, ard to the representa.

The Reds. had 
learned in advance of the maneu- 
ver and 50 of them attacked the 
parade. There was much clawing, 
kicking and hair pulling, until po- 
lice reserves dispersed the com- 
batants. Four women, all White 
Russians, were arrested. 

Three associations of White 
Russians united in petitioning, 
Congress, the Cabinet and leaders 
of industry for a congressional ine 
vestigation into the activities of 
Amtorg, the trade agency of the 
Soviet Union. They also suggested 
that Congress look into the ques- 
tion of deporting “all those Com- 
munists who are the enemies of 
the American Constitution and of 
its liberty.” Signers of the peti- 
tion. described themselves as 
American citizens. 

They charge that “the Soviet 
Government, through its agent, 
Amtorg, export to the countries of 
Europe and particularly to the 


United States, an army of agita-- 


tors, who organize riots, etc., 
which, of course, tend to disturb 
the peace of American citizens.”

OPENS TOMORROW 


Millionaire Oil Man Is to 
Take the Stand Tuesday

B, Fall, former Secretary of the 
Interior, to award his company a 
lease to the Elk Hills naval oil re- 
serve, was concluded today with 
testimony from a Government wit- 
ness that his company would have 
liked to obtain such @ lease but was 
not offered the opportunity. The 
defense will begin its case on ‘Mon- 
day, 

M. E. Lombardi of. Berkeley, Cal., 
testified that the Pacifie Oil Co., 
with which he was connected in 
1922,. would have fiked to have 
procured the contract to construct 
a naval oil storage plant at Pearl 
Harbor, Hawaii, if it contained a 
clause giving the company a lease 
to .Elk Hills. The Pacific Oil Co. 
did not bid on the contract. Noth- 
ing was said in the specifications 
regarding the lease. 

_The Government previously had 
introduced documents and ‘testi- 
mony to show that Doheny’s Pan- 
American Co. submitted two bids 
for the contract,. one complying 
with \the specifications in the call 
and another containing a clause 
which gave it preference to any 
land in tif naval oil reserve the 
Government decided to lease.

WASHINGTON, March 15:—The 


Senate devoted four hours today 
to the proposed ‘tariff. on hides,

The unexpected delay caused 
by the resumption of this contro® 
versy led leaders to forecast that 
the bill could not be passed before 
next Thursday. 

When the recess over the week- 
end was taken today, the amend- 
ment. offered by Senator Oddie 
(Rep.), Nevada, providing a dif- 
ferent” scale of rates on 
leathers and shoes from that car- 
ried in the House bill was still be- 
fore’the Senate in the form. , origi- 
nally proposed. 

All Changes Proposed Lose. 

Six attempts, three each by 
Walsh (Dem.), Massachusetts, and 
Howell (Rep.), Nebraska, to mod- 
ify the Oddie amendment, met de- 
feat. Some Senators took this to 
mean the Nevadan’s proposal prob- 
ably would carry in the @nd, but 
others predicted ail three com- 
modities would be retained on the 
free list. The no-duty forecast- 
ers thought that inability to get 
all groups together would defeat 
the effort to impose a duty.

CHINESE BANDITS AND RAPIDS

SHANGHAT, March 15.—Five 
American and two Chinese steam-

Several St.. i: ta Conn. 
panies, Not Licensed, Said 
to Be Exacting Interest in 
Excess of Legal Rate.

—~Activities of several loan com- 
panies in St. Louis, which are 4l- 
leged to have been exacting inter- 
est rates on loans in excess of 8 
per cent a year, without having 
qualified under the State small 
loan law, will be investigated by 
the State Finance Department, 
Commissioner Cantley said today, 
based on a ruling by the Attorney- 
General on powers of the depart- 
ment under the small loan law. 
Commissioner Cantley said he 
had received complaints from the 
Better Business Bureau of &t. 


' Louis and others that several com- 


Panies were engaged in the busi- 
ness of small loans, at high inter- 
est rates, without qualifying under 
the small loan law, but doc.ined 
to name the companies pending an 
inquiry into their affairs. 

He said the Finance Depi:tment 
examiners would demand access to 
the books of these *ompanies, to 
determine the nature of their 
business, and to determine 
whether they were violating the 
small loan law. Where such vio. 
lations are found the Finacce Com- 
missioner, under the law, may turn 
tae information over to the Frose- 
cuting Attorney of the sornty in 
which the violations occurred for 
prosecution, or may institute pro- 
ceedings to oust the offender, if 
incorporated. 

Can Prosecute Offenders. 

Assistant Attorney-General G. C 
Weatherby, in an opinion just fur- 
nished to Commissioner Cantley, 
held the Finance Commissioner had 
authority to investigate any loans 
or operations of a loan company, 
which he believed were within the 
provisions of the small lean act, 
regardless of whether the lender 
had ‘been licensed under that act, 
and could proceed against oftend- 
ers who had violated the act. 

The small loan law, enacted in 
Missouri in 1927, authorized loans 
up to $300 at the rate of -3% per 
cent a month, amounting to 42 per 
cent a year, under numerous regu- 
latory provisions, Administration 
of the act was placed under the 
State Finance Departnient and such 
lenders were required to obtain li- 
censes and be subject to super- 
vision by the Finance Department. 

The.1929 VWegislature amended 
the act to reduce the interest rate 
to 2% per cent a month, or 30 per 
cent a year, made the regulatory 
provisions more stringent. and 
brought the so-called salary buy- 
ers under the law. 

Penalties Under Two Laws. 

In the opinion given to Commis- 
sioner Cantley, Weatherby ruled 
that any person, partnership or 
corporation engaged in loaning 
money in amounts up to $300, at 
an interest rate greater than 8 per 
cent a year, was engaged in the 
small loan business within the 
meaning of the small teagan  ilaw. 
Lenders, engaged in business with- 
out having qualifted under tl.e act, 
and receiving a license were subject 
te prosecution under both the 
usury. laws and the penalty provi- 
sions of the small loan law, he 
said, unless their operations were 
authorized under some other spe- 
cial law. 

He said the commissioner's au- 
thority was not limited to regula- 
tion of the business of individuals 
or companies v@hich had qualified 
and received licenses, but extended 
to any loan of the kind falling un- 
der the act, regardless of whether 
the lender was licensed or un- 
licensed.

gN, Z., on March 13 said Byrd in an 
interview held that his discoveries 
had been for the entire‘ world as 
much as for his own country, and 
} that he did not intend to lay claim 
‘to Antarctic lands for the United 
States. His idea, he said, was to 
secure complete understanding be- 
tween the ted States and the 
British Empire. 

It was the opinion o* Cotton that 
whatever the eventual decision in 
regard to claiming South Polar 
territory might be, the State De- 
partment would take the view that 
national claims could not be af- 
fected by verbal! relinquishment on 
the part of a discoverer. 

At the beginning of the Byrd 
expedition exploration the Polar 
discoveries were made the subject, 
of correspondence between the 
United States and Great Britain 
when the latter Government laid 
claim to practically the entire 
Antarctic region by right of prior 
discovery. 

The United States has not ad- 
mitted the British claim, but there 
has been no correspondence on the 
subject since November, 1929, 
when the State Department ac- 
knowledged the British note with- 


claims it contained. 

The British note, received a year 
before the American reply was dis- 
patched, stated that the Byrd ex- 


out admitting the validity of the!

plorations were going to be con- 
ducted on territory claimed by the 
British extending over an srea ¢s- 
timated at 6.000.000 square miles, 
An offer of assistance to the ex- 
plorer wag made the basis for tae 
communication. 

The ‘American reply was 80 
worded that the way was left open 
for a further discussion of the 
sovereignty question. The reply 
was delayed a whole year to per- 
mit an extensive study of the ques- 
tion of sovereignty claims. 

This work, conducted largely by 
J. Reuben Clark, then Undersec- 
retary of State, established, it is 
understood, that the United States 
has valid. basis for claims to con- 
siderable Antarctic territory. The 
time, however, was held inoppor- 
tune for a full discussion of the 
subject between the two countries 
in view of the conversations on 
naval reduction then pending.

In the dispatches from Dunedin 
referred Byrd said, also that Ant- 
arctica was “big efiough for all.” 
In an address referring to Amer- 
ican claims in the Antarctic re- 
gions, he explained that the Amer- 
ican claim tay entirely outside of 
the Ross dependency and that there 
was nothing in the situation like- 
ly to cause controversy. The Ross 
dependency is a British settlement 
under the jurisdiction of the Gov- 
ernor-General of New Zealand. 

“We are more interested in good 
fellowship and sportsmanship with 
you in our common investigation 
down there than we are with any 
claims in the Antarctic,” he added. 

Among the most important dis- 
covyeries made by Rear Admiral 
Byrd was a new land to the east 
on the other side of the Ross de- 
pendency which he named Marié 
Byrd Land in honor of his wife.

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Superintendent Pring Home From Tropical 
Station With Rare Specimens After Open- 
ing New Field, So Declares. | 


Superintendent George H. Pring 
returned from Panama to Shaw’s 
Garden yesterday after opening 
up a région previously unvisited 
by orchid collectors and obtaining 
many species thought to be new, 
reported to Director Moore, and 
made straight for the orchid house. 

“These,” he exclaimed, beaming 
as he looked over the ‘bank of 
blooming Flores de Mayo, lady- 
slipper and butterfly orchids, ‘are 
more orchid blossoms than I've 
seen since I left St. Louis last 
month. 

“And the greenest grass I've 
seen since last fall is the Washing- 
ton Bent in the entrance plaza. 
Everything down there is burnt up. 
It’s the dry season.” 

Hundreds of orchids, imported 
by special permit of the Plant 
Quarantine Board, are following 
him from NShaw’s Garden tropical 
station at Balboa, Canal Zone, 
Among them is a species of onci- 
dium, discovered by his compan- 
ion, Dr. Robert E. Woodson of 
the garden's scientific staff. It is 
closely akin to the butterfly or- 
chids at the garden, but apparent- 
ly a variety previously unknown. 
Other discoveries of the orchid- 
hunters cannot be identiffied until 
they bloom, and many of them ap- 
pear to be new varieties. 

The Sobralia Powelli. 

With them is probably the rar- 
est orchid known—the Sobralia 
Powelli, discovered by the late 
Charles W. Powell, who gave his 
Panama garden and the fruit of 
his 20 distinguished years of col- 
lecting to Shaw’s Garden for 
tropical station. 

Mr. Powell found.the Sobralia 


in the bed of Gatun Lake when the 
lake was being filled. No other 
plant has ever been found. Mana- 
ger A. A. Hunter of the tropical 
station has contrived to divide the 
one plant in two, so that now, 
Pring remarked, the only known 
specimens will be “in Missouri Bo- 
tanical Garden, St. Louis—and 
Missouri Botanical Garden, Pan- 
ama.”

amassed at first hand an amazing 
—and painful—lot of information 
about insect pests of the tropics. 

Beeswax as Flypaper. 

“The natives carry a ball of na- 
tive beeswax as a substitute for 
flypaper,” he related. “When one 
feels a tick he dabs at it with the 
beeswax and pulls it off.. As the 
process goes on the ball grows 
until it appears to bea solid 
mass of little wriggling legs.”’ 

“We didn’t expect to get into 
the jungle this trip,” Pring re- 
marked, “but once down there we 
couldn’t keep away from it. 

“My principal business was to 
inspect progress at the tropical 
station. And we found a great 
deal of it to inspect. Everything 
appeared in the finest possible con- 
dition, and many of the plants had 
grown so that I scarcely recog- 
nized them. A tiny chaulmoogra 
oil (used in treating leprosy) tree 
that we planted three years ago 
was 15 feet tall, and Mr. Hunter 
had engaged in a planting pro- 
gram which makes the garden, al- 
ways a mecca for botanists, in- 
creasingly a place of interest for 
lay tourists. 

“We found, however, that an 
18-mile dirt road, rising from sea 
level to 2000 feet altitude, was 
just being completed to open up 
the El Valle region. Here was a 
new territory within 100 miles of 
Balboa, where we might expect 
to find flora similar to the more 
distant Chiriqui region which has 
vielded hundreds of orchids for 
the garden. And that was just 
what we did find, on several trips 
of which the first, probably, was 
the most interesting.

In Shaw’s Garden Than Panama

Superintendent Pring 


' Station With Rare Specimens After Open- 
ing New Field, So Declares. 


Home From Tropical 


Superintendent George H. Pring 
returned from Panama to Shaw’s 
Garden yesterday after opening 
up a region previously unvisited 
by orchid collectors and obtaining 
many species: thought to be new, 
reported to Director Moore, and 
made straight for the orchid house: 

“These,” he exclaimed, beaming 
as he looked over the bank of 
blooming Flores de Mayo, lady- 
slipper and butterfly orchids, ‘‘are 
‘more orchid blossoms than I'v¥e 
seen since I left St. Louis last 
month. 

“And the greenest grass I've 
seen since last fall is the Washing- 
ton Bent in the entrance plaza. 
Everything down there is burnt up. 
It’s the dry season.” 

Hundreds of :orchids, tmported 
by special permit of the Plant 
Quarantine Board, are following 
him from wNhaw’s Garden tropical 
station at Balboa, anal Zone, 
Among them is a species of onci- 
dium, discovered by his compan- 
ion, Dr. Robert E. Woodson of 
the garden’s scientific staff. It is 
closely akin to the butterfly or- 
chids at the garden, but apparent- 
ly a variety previously unknown. 
Other discoveries of the orchid- 
hunters cannot be identiified until 
they bloom, and many of them ap- 
pear to be new varieties. 


The Sobralia Powelli. 

With them is probably the rar- 
est orchid known—the Sobralia 
Powelli, discovered by the late 
Charles W, Powell, who gave his 
Panama garden and the fruit of 
his 20 distinguished years of col- 
lecting to Shaw’s Garden for ts 
tropical station. 

Mr. Powell found the Sobralia 
in the bed of Gatun Lake when the 
lake was being filled. No other 
plant has ever been found. Mana- 
ger A. A. Hunter of the tropical 
station has contrived to divide the 
one plant in two, so that now, 
Pring remarked, the only known 
specimens will be “in Missouri Bo- 
tanical Garden, St.. Louis—and 
Missouri Botanical Garden, Pan- 
ama.” The Sobralla, a terrestrial or 
ground orchid as

Dr. Woodson famillarized him- 
self with orchid environment, col- 
lected tropical woods for anatomi- 
cal study, gathered material for his 
already extended study of evolu- 
tion in. vestigial structures of the 
apocynaceae, the family which in- 
cludes rubber-yielding plants, and 
amassed at first hand an amazing 
—and. painful—lot of information 
about insect pests of the tropics. 

Beeswax as Flypaper. 

“The natives carry a ball of na- 
tive. beeswax as a substitute for 
flypaper,” he related. “When one 
feels a tick he dabs at it with the 
beeswax and pulls it off. As the 
process goes on the ball grows 
until it appears to bea solid 
mass of little wriggling legs.”’ 

“We didn’t expect to get into 
the jungle this trip,” Pring re- 
marked, “but once down there we 
couldn’t keep away from it. 

“My principal business was to 
inspect progress at the tropical 
station. And we found a great 
deal of it to inspect. Everything 
appeared fn the finest possible con- 
dition, and many of the plants had 
grown so that I scarcely recog- 
nized them. A tiny chaulmoogra 
oil (used in treating leprosy) tree 
that we planted three years ago 
was 15 feet tall, and Mr. Hunter 
had engaged in a planting pro- 
gram which makes the garden, al- 
ways a mecca for botanists, in- 
creasingly a place of interest for 
lay tourists. e 
| “We found, however, that an 
| 18-mile dirt road, rising from sea 
level to 2000 feet altitude, Was 
| just being’ completed to open up 
ithe El Valle region. Here was a 

new territory within 100 miles of 

Balboa, where we might expect 
'to find flora similar to the more 
| distant Chiriqui region which has 
vielded hundreds of orchids for 
the garden. And that was just 
what we did find, on seyeral trips 
of which the first, probably, waa 
the most interesting. 

102 Miles in 12 Hours. 

“Hunter, Dr. Woodson and J] 
| set out at 6 a. m. in the sedan of 
Adrien M. Bouche Jr., an Amer- 
ican electrician of the Canal 
Zone and an orchid fan from the 
word go. Near the old seaport of 
San Carlos we turned on the snake- 
like, freshly graded road, an in- 
teresting but dangerous’ climb 
which Bouche drove with reassur- 
ing expertness. It was 6 p. m. 
when we reached El ‘ Valle—12 
hours for 102 miles—and: the 
doctor on whom we had counted 
said he couldn’t put us up.

MOSCOW ORDERS. 
VILLAGE OFFICIALS 
TO END VIOLENCE 


Threatens Severe Punish- 
ment for All Who Refuse 
to Relax Attacks on Rich 
Peasants and Religion. 


By the Associated Press. 

MUSCOW, March 15.—The So- 
viet Government, apparently: rec-* 
ognizing that some village officials 
} and Communist party workers have 
been too zealous in their campaign 
against the rich peasants and 
againgt religion, appears to have 
begun a less ‘drastic campaign = in 
realizing its ultimate goal, 


A peremptory order has been is- 
sued by the Central Committee of 
the Communist party—the body of 
supreme power in the Soviet Union

—threatening severe punishment 


and *party members who 
from the Kremlin’s new decree. 

Relaxation .of previous’ stern 
methods dealing with the churches, 
priests, kulaks or rich peasants, and 
private traders, has created a dis- 
tinctly better feeling throughout 
the country and greatly eased anx- 
fety and tension among nonprole- 
tarian/elements. The order has 
in some cities 
and towns that Lenin’s famous pol-" 
icy of 1921, which gave a new lease 
of life to private trade, may be re- 
stored in modified form. 

Vendors Back On Strects. 

Already a thousand peasants. 
street vendors and small traders 
who disappeared months ago dur- 
ing the Government’s drive against 
private trade have flocked back to 
the streets, feeling secure from mo- 
lestation. 

There can be no doubt, foreign 
observers here say, that a new era 
in Soviet Russia is at hand, almost 
as important-and decisive in ‘ts 
consequences as the far-reaching 
economic, political and social poli- 
cies instituted last year. 

These observers say that it is 
for no fortuitous circumstance that 
the attitude of the Government in 
dealing with the church .and re- 
ligion is included in the sweeping 
new orders respecting the Krem- 
lin’s rural policies. They attribute 
the Government's more lenient at- 
titude toward the church to resist- 
ance of the peasants. 

Reports of Violence, 

The change in attitude regarding 
the collectivization. of farms and 
drastic attacks on religion is re- 
flected in the newspapers, which 
every day publish columfis of dis- 
patches from villages and .towns 
showing to what extremeg Soviet 
officials have gone in collectiviz- 
ing the peasants, exterminating the 
Kulaks and warring upon religion. 
There are even articles bitterly 
criticising. the authorities respon- 
sible for. these harsh measures. 
Already many of these officials 
Have been dismissed or are under- 
going trial. 

Many instances are cited by the’ 
newspapers of ruthless treatment 
of the peasantry. In a village of 
the Tompinsky district. no less 


, than 35 per cent of the peasants 


were dispossessed of their property 
upon the assertion they were all 
Kulaks. The newspapers declare 
the Kulaks themselves helped in 
this pressure against poor and mid- 
dle class peasants in order to dis- 
credit the whole collective farm 
movement. 

Many other instances are cited of 
intimidation, threats and _ false 
promises to induce the peasants to 
join collective farms. In many 
cases peasants abandoned these 
farms after finding there was no 
compulsion to remain. 

Campaign of Atheists. 

The Society 6f Militant Atheists 
is preparing “or an aggressive anti- 
Easter campaign and a new assault 
on religion. It was announced to- 
day it had been decided to seek 
prohibition of the public sale of 
matzoths and similar food during 
the Jewish Passover and to prevent 
the sale during the Christian Baster 
of such articles as dyes for: Easter 
egss, special Easter cakes prepared 
by orthodox Russians and other 
tokens of Eastertide. 

The atheist: society also an- 
nouhced its intention of forming 
10,000 atheists into “shock brig- 
ades” to carry on anti-religion 
propaganda. 

During the Christian and Jewish 
Easter period there will be at least 
4006 anti-religious lectures in Mos- 
cow and 10,000 in the prévwinces.

as the budget for operation of their 
departments for the fiscal year 
1930-31. . This task falis upon the 
city Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, composed of the Mayor, 
the Comptroller and the President 
of the Board of Aldermen, The 
Board of Estimate will submit the 
budget to the Board of Aldermen 
in April. 

The sum requested by ‘depart- 
ment heads comprises $23,256,608 
for maintenance, and $2,348,89 
for improvements and equipment. 
For the fiscal year 1929-30, the to- 
tal appropriated was $22,276,206, 
of which $21,285,000 was for main- 
tenance and the balance for im- 
provements and equipment. 

As the city will end the currept 
fiscal year, 1929-30, wit ha deficit 
of $1,085,000, a large part of this 
deficit must be added to the ap-: 
propriation list. It is planned to 
reduce the deficit by at least one- 
half in 1930-31, 

Tax Rate at Legal Maximum, 

Increase of the tax rate for 
municipal purposes is impossible, 
as it has reached the State con- 
stitutional limit of $1.35 on $100 
valuation. The total city, State and 
school tax rate, which is $2.69 for 
the current year, will be increased 
to $2.71 or $2.72 for the next fiscal 
year, the added 2 or 3 cents to go 
to interest and sinking fund, on 
public improvement bonds. 

Of the total of $23,256,603 for 
maintenance of department, $15,- 
573,632 is for salaries and wages, 
and $7,682,978 for materials and 
supplies. For the last fiscal year, 
$14,633,218 was appropriated for 
salaries and wages, and $6,651,- 


| $00.90 for supplies. 


The Police Department, which 
has not formally presented its bud- 
get, is expected to ask for the same 
amount it asked for last year, $5,- 
450,000. The granting of its re- 


‘| quest is mandatory. In addition, it 


will require $625,000 for the police 


pension fund, which for the cur- 
‘rent year received $213,961, the 


fund being legally established for 
only. part of the year.

Joseph’ F. Holland, State Deputy 
Insurance Superintendent, yester- 
day afternoon summarily ad- 
journed a hearing.on alleged un- } 


thical practices in insurance sales- 
manship, complained of py rival 
groups of life insurance general 
‘agents in St. Louis, and returned 
to Jefferson City to lay evidence 
taken during the past few days be- 
fore Insurance Superintendent 
Thompson. The superintendent 
will determine from the evidence 
whether there is a basis for furth- 
er hearings on the question of the 
propriety of licensing the agents 
who are under inquiry. 

The Insurance Department took 
cognizance of the agents’ contro- 
versy in St. Louis when a commit- 
tee of general agents nearly a year 
ago filed a complaint against 
James P. Sullivan, then general 
agent of the Lincoln National Life 
Insurance Co., of Fort Wayne, Ind., 
Ray P. Prewitt and Lewis B. Teb- 
betts, accusing them of “twisting’’ 
an insurance term for an attempt 
by an agent to induce a  policy- 
holder in one or more companies, 
to surrender all his insurance pol- 
icies, obtain the cash surrender 
value, and purchase in the agent’s 
company other insurance te re- 
place it. 


Misrepresentation Charged. 

Following the action of 
committee of general agents, 
livan filed a complaint against 
Stratford Lee Morton, general 
agent of the Connecticut Mutual 
Life Insurance Co., and Flavel L. 
Wright, general agen. of the 
Northwestern Life Insurance Co., 
accusing them of attempting to 
sell insurance to Sullivan’s pros- 
pect by misrepresenting the policy 
Sullivan sought to sell. 

Under the Missouri law no per- 
son May be an insurance agent 
unless he has obtained a license 
from the State Department. An 
agent’s license may be revoked by 
the Superintendent for cause, or 
an application for license may be 
rejected for cause. Accusations of 
unethical conduct have been con- 
sidered grounds for action by the 
State Department. 

In an effort to arrive .at the 
facts of the St. Louis situation, 
Holland called a public hearing at 
the Jefferson Hotel for Friday 
morning. Sullivan presented his 
accusations against Morton and 
Wright and testimony was taken 
on them. Morton offered testi- 
mony by which he sought to show 
that a policy Sullivan sold, known 
as the “emancipator’’ policy, did 
not conform to Sullivan’s repre- 
sentations to prospects. Sullivan’s 
complaint was based on statements 
by Morton to the same effect in a 
letter. Sullivan's complaint against 
Wright was that he had circulated 
a letter written by the actuary of 
the Northwestern company, and 
containing statements to the rame 
general effect as those in Morton’ S | 
letter. 

Accuser Must File 

With these cases heard and 
taken under ‘advisement, Holland 
called upon Morton to file his de- 
tailed complaint against Sullivan, 
Prewitt and Tebbetts in the form 
of an affidavit. This Morton re- 
fused to do, his attorney, George 
B. Logan, contending that there. 
was nothing in the Missouri law 
which required the filing of forinal 
charges under oath. He insisted 
it was the duty of the Insuran¢e 
Superintendent to act in such cases 
on information furnished him, and 
that the informants should not be 
required to assume the position of 
prosecutors. 

Logan presented to 
form of citation on 
Prewitt and Tebbetts, containing 
the details of the complaint, with 
the evident purpose of seeking to 
have the department act as of its 
own motion to cite them to show 
cause why renewal of their tii- 
censes, which expirded March 1, 
should not be denied. 

Holland refused to proceed in 
the absence of formal allegations, 
informing all the parties that the 
hearing was adjourned, and that 
the whole matter would be laid be- 
fore Superintendent Thompson for 
such action as he deemed advis- 
able. Sullivan,-. Prewitt and Teb- 
betts, who have not been informed 
officially of the details of the com- | 
plaints, were told that ali the rec- 
ords of the Insurance Department 
would be open to their inspection 
Monday. |

The case was that of Philip Spa- 
litte, sentenced to two yeers in the 
pehitentiary and fined $3000 by 
Federal Judge Reeves last March 
for setting up and operating a still 
without bond and with the inten- 
tion of defrauding the Government 
of tax on epiritsea. The appeal was 
heard here in December. 

The Appellate Court found that

The court held that “where cir<« 
cumstantial or prestmptive evi- 
dence is allowed to prevail, even to 
the convicting of an offender, still 
tue circumstances themselves must 
be proved. not med.” The 
decisicn. held that Judge. Reeves, tn 
charging the jury, had presumed 
that it was a mash barrel that the 
investigators had seen taken into 
the house. 

Circuit Judge Gardener wrote the 
decision. Circuit Judge Van Valk- 
epburgh and District Judge Mu- 
ger concurred.

It magni- 
fied to 100 diameters. With it, he 
studied the bands of Jupiter and 
also trained it on the “moon for 
hours at a time. 

He consiructed a slightly smaller 
telescope the ncat year for his un- 
cle in Streator, grinding and pol- 
ishing the lenses as before. He 
made this one with a 7-inch re- 
flector. When-it was completed it 
would magnify clearly to 150 di- 
amaters, according to his father. 
This telescope was equipped with 
a polar axis mounting so that the 
north star could be observed with- 
out continually making changes in 
the directing apparatus. 

The next year the desire to make 
a bigger and better imstrument 
l gripped him and he constructed a 
telescope with a 9-inch reflector, 
which would bring the heavens to 
him 300 times nearer.

The politicians still have 
the official titles and still function un- 
der the forms of law. but not one dollar 
can they spend except under the super- 
vision of the banker group, which doles 
out the funds for purposes it approves 
and withholds them when it disap- 
proves.

Bankers Gain Power 


by Advancing Money. 

But whatever the necessities of the

The two letters combined not only the reasons 
for Mr. Taft’s opposition to Federal prohibition, but 
an amazing forecast of its working and effects. In 
the letters Mr. Taft revegled clarity and vigor of 
expression, keen power of analysis, mastery of the 


philosophy of law, comprehension of the lessons of 


history, grasp of the fundamental principles of con- 
stitutional government, knowledge of popular psy- 
chology and an amazing prophetic vision of political 
consequences.

I am opposed to the preseace of laws on the 
statute book that cannot be enferced and as such 
demoralize the enforcement of all laws. If I 
“ere in a local community in which I thougbt 
prohibition could be enforced I would vote for it. - 
If not I would favor a high license, but I-am not 
in favor of a national amendment which would 
force 12 or 15 great states into a sumptuary sys- 
tem which the public opinion and the real prac- 
tices of the people of those gates would not sup- 
port. I think it is most unwise to fasten upon 
the United States a prohibitory system under the 
excitement of the war, which I de not hesitate 
to say every sensible supporter of prohibition in 
the end will regret. 

Let the states which wish to do s9 prohibit. 
They have every means now of enforcing prohi- 
bition. There is a Federal law, sustained as con- 
stitutional, which forbids the importation into 
them of liquor from other states and the whole 
field is open to state legislation and its enforce- 
ment. 

I don’t drink myself at all, and I don’t oppose 
prohibition on the ground that it limits the lib- 
erties of the people. I think that in the interest 
of the community, and of the man who cannot 
resist the temptation to drink in excess. if he has 
the opportunity to drink at all, other citizens in 
the community may be properly asked and com- 
pelied to give up drinking, although that drink- 
ing may do them no injury. My objections to 
prohibition are as I have stated them above. 


Following are salient excerpts from Mr. Taft's 
supplementary letter: 


= ° * A national prohibition amendment to 


the Federal Constitution will be adopted against 
the views and practices of a majority of the 
people in many of the large cities and in one- 
fourth or less of the states. The business of man- 
ufacturing liquor apd beer will go out of the 
hands of law-abiding members of the community, 
and will be transferred to the quasicriminal 
class. In the communities where the majority 
will not sympathize with a Federal] law’s restric- 
tion, large numbers of Federal officers will be 
needed for its enforcement. The central Gov- 
ernment now has very wide war powers When 
peace comes these must end, if the Republic is 
to be preserved. 

If, moreover, a partisan political head of the

Nor is my conviction affected by any sympathy 
with those who are engaged in the manufacture 
or sale of intoxicating liquors. * * * More 
over, the demoralizing political power which sa< 
loonkeepers and iiquor manufacturers sought and 
wielded to protect their business from proper 
regulation,and the defiance they did to reason- 
able public opinion, roused the just indignation 
of the electorate. Many have voted for prohibi- 
tion merely to destroy the power of the saloon 
in politics without any other consideration. The 
saloonkeepers taught the Anti-Seloon League how 
to fight and the latter has learmed the lesson 

~ well and applied it. and often without any more 
scruple as to the method or means than its teach- 
efs. . . . 

An iatensively active minority {nm favor of 
adopting an unwise policy may win through the 
failure of the members of the majority, though 
opposed to the policy publicly to declare them- 
selves and to take the trouble to give effect to 
their opinions by their votes. A minority Alike 
this, conceiving that it is moved by a moral issue, 
loses its sense of proportion and sacrifices other 
issues, no matter how vital to the nation. Such 
minority visits with its condign punishment all 
pubiic servants who oppose it on this issue, how- 
ever useful to the states they may be. I would 
not impeach the high-minded motives of the great 
body of those who support national prohibition. 
It does awaken one’s protest, however, to note 

| the manner in which the ordinary type of polli- 
| ticlan becomes a prohibitisnist because he fears 


the balance of power that an active political mi- 
nority may wield against his political fortunes. In 
the past he may have beef subservient to the li- 
quor dealers: im the present bis practices may 
completely refute the sincerity of the principles 
he advocated, but he and men of his ilk would 
recklessly and selfishly hurry us into an irre- 
trievable national blunder. * * * If the 
power of regulation is irrevocably committed to 
the general Government the next generation wil! 
live deeply to regret it. 

For these reasons, therefore. first because a 
permanent national liquor law in many com- 
munities will prove unenforceable for lack of 
local public sympathy; second. because attempted

A decision to build the new Me- 
Millan Hospital and. Oscar Johnson 
Institute on a _ scale. adequate to 


paign*“at once for $1,200,000 te- 
quired to place them on a sound 
financial basis, was announced ycs- 
terday for the board of directors. 

The revised plans call for a 14- 
story building in which the two in- 
stitutions wil) have separate quar- 
ters. Original plans were for a 
nine-story structure. Ihe cost, with | 
the equipment and ground, at the 
northwest corner of Kingshighway 
and Euclid avenue, will amount to 
$1,500,000. The shell of the build’ 
ing is pre up to the eighth 
floor. 

As previously published, the in- 
stitution is declared to be the only/ 
one of its kind and scope. Special- 
ists point out that it will make St. 
Louis a world center of treatment 
and research in diseases of the eye, 
ear, nose and throat. , 

The first steps toward an wunder- 
taking of this magnitude were 
made possible by the $1,000,000 
bequest of Mrs. William McMillan 
for the McMillan Eye, Far, Nose 
and Throat Hospital, and the $5090,- 
000 gift of Mrs. Oscar Johnson and 
her sons for the Oscar Johnson In- 
stitute of Research in Ophthalmol- 
ogy and Otolaryngology, with a 
$1,200,000 grant from the General 
Education Board, which distributes 
Rockefeller millions to notable ef- 
forts in education and research. 

Endowment Limited. 

As explained by Dr. Harvey J. 
Howard, professor of Ophthalmolo- 
gy in Washington University school 
of medicine and head of the new 
institutions, the Rockefeller grant 
is limited definitely to the endow- 
ment of personnel. Also limited is 
another grant for work to be con- 
ducted in the new hospital—the 
$50,000 annual grant of the Com- 
monwealth Fund. of New York,

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SECOND CLASS SCOUT 
REGULATION ALTERED 


Candidates Must Appear Before 
Board of Review in 
Future. 


Boy Scout candidates for second 
Class rank must appear before a 
board of review for examination of 
their qualifications hereafter, but 
troops will be authorized to pre- 
sent second class, first class and 
merit badges from now on, accord- 
ing to two important rulings made 
recently by the St. Louis Boy Scout 
Court of Honor. The troop presen- 
tations, however, must be made by 
a Troop Court of Honor organized 
according to standards specified by 
the court. 

Heretofore only candidates for 
the rank of first class scout or 
higher ‘havé appeared before 
boards of review, while presenta 
tion of badges was limited to Dis- 
trict and City Courts of Honor held 
five or six times a year. A review 
conducted as a preliminary to the 
recent Scout Circus, however, as 
part of the Achievement Roundup, 
led a number of scout leaders to 
request that second class reviews 
be continued, as the candidates ob- 
tained a better knowledge of the 
scout work required, 

The second class reviews will be 
conducted along the same lines as 
those for-first class candidates, the 
scout passing the test beforehand 
and then bringing proof to the 
board that he can meet the require- 
ments. The second class reviews 
will be held at the same time as 
the reviews for first class rank and 
those merit badges for which an 
examination is required. Boards 
will med in all four of the districts 
this wd¢ek, the Suburban District 
convening at the Webster Groves 
High School tomorrow evening, the 
North at the Farragut School Tues- 
day, the South at the Fanning 
School Wednesday, and the West at 
the Church of the Ascension Thurs- 
day night. 

All reviews will start at 8:30 
o’clock. The only merit badge that 
will be reviewed will be that for 
Personal Health, for Scouts who 
now have application for this badge 
on file at local headquarters, or 
who pass the badge in time to file 
application before next Thursday. 

Troop Courts of Honor are a 
radical departure from previous 
methods of presenting awards 
here. These courts are formed 
by the members of the Troop Com- 
mittees, all of whom have’ been 
appointed acting members of the 
regular Court of Honor. Several 
conditions must be met, however, 
for the troop court to function. 

An application containing full 
information on all awards to be 


made must be filed at local Scout’ 


headquarters in advance of the 
date of session, on regular forms 
which may be obtained at head- 
quarters. A report containing full 
information on all awards made to 
Scouts actually present must be 
filed within one week after the 
ceremony has been held. At least 
three members of either the Troop 
Court of Honor, the District Court 
of Honor :or the City Court of 
Honor, or a total of three members 


from these groups, must be present |

to make the awards. 
the awards may be obtained from 
headquarters at the time the ap- 
plication is filed, only those badges 
listed on the application, however, 
being obtainable, 

These courts will not have the 
power to award the high rank 
badges of Eagle Scout.™Life Scout, 
Star Scout or Eagle Palms. Other- 
wise they will function similarly to 
the regular courts of honor. 

One Troop Court of Honor has 
already been held here, almost im- 
mediately after the new practice 
was announced. This fifst court 
of its kind in St. Louis was ‘con- 
ducted last Tuesday evening by 
Troop 198, of St. John’s Episcopal 
Church, to award 60 merit badges.

200,000-Watt 


Tests Success 


WGY Conquers Static in 3 A. M. Broadcasts—Three 
Stations Seek 50,000-Watt Permits. 


Two more stations—WSM, 
Nashville, Tenn., and KGO, at Oak- 
land, Cal.—have joined the rush of 
stations on cleared channels to ob- 
tain permit to erect 60,000-watt 
transmitters. 

WSM, a 5000-watter, is the sta- 
tion which tunes so broadly in and 
around St. Louis that with WFBM, 
at Evansville, Ind., it prevents re- 
ception of KFI on most receivers 
until late at night. It uses the 
650-kilocycle cleared channel. 

Application has been made in 
behalf of WHO. Des Moines, for 
a construction permit for a 50,- 
000-watt station to be erected near 
Grinnell or Malcolm, Ia., to be 
used in synchronization of WHO 
and WOC, Davenport. This appli- 
cation is a result of the plans to 
merge WHO and WOC. 

KGO is a 10,000-watt = station 
owned by the General Electric Co., 
which also owns and operates the 
50,000-watt WGY. KGO and WGY 
originally had separate wave 
lengths, but when the reallocation 
was made Noy. 11, 1928, the Fed- 
eral Radio Commission gave the 
790 ke. channel, which WGY had 
used, to KGO, restricting WGY to 
daytime operation. General Elec- 
tric fought the decision in the 
courts and won a decision that it 
could operate unlimited time on 
the 790kc. wave. Since then both 
stations have operated simultane- 
ously on that channel. General 
Electric recently reported to the 
Radio Commission on a survey of 
reception of WGY and KGO, which 
showed that simultaneous opera- 
tion had greatly reduced the ef- 
fective service area of each sta- 
tion. 


Listeners who have gotten up at 
8 a. m. mornings the past week to 
tune in WGY experimenting with 
200,000 watts power, the greatest 
ever used in radio and four times 
as great as the power used by 
WLW, WENR, WTAM or KDKA, 
have heard broadcasting as _ it 
should be. The quality—the depth 
and richness of transmission—was 
far and away the finest the writer 
ever has heard. WGY tuned as 
sharply, using reasonable volume, 
as when it ordinarily broadcasts 


at with 50,000 watts, 


——. 


and that is 
sharp. About 3.50 last Sunday 
morning, in the first 200,000-watt 
test—WFAA, at Dallas, Tex., came 
on the air to test. WFAA’s channel 
is on 800kc, the next below the 
790kc WGY wave length. Not 
once did WGY “wash over’ onto 
WFAA, but several times there was 
interference with WGY from the 
Texas station, which always tunes 
a bit broadly, as does WBAP, Fort 
Worth, with which it shares time 
on 800kc. 

WGY signals rode right over the 
strong static from 3 to 5 a m. 
There was never a time when static 
spoiled the broadcasting. It was 
possible to set.the volume control 
at a level where static was reduced 
to an occasional faint scratching, 
yet the WGY signals came through 
strong, clear and true. The phrase 
“Came in like a local” is generally 
misused, but not in this case. WGY 
was as clear, or clearer, than any 
St. Louis station ever was. 

The broadcasting included music 
by a jazz orchestra, a theater or- 
gan, an orchestra playing good mu- 
sic, a mixed quartet and soloists. 
The tone quality, the strength and 
clearness, the general excellence of 
the broadcasting as a whole, would 
have converted any listener to ad- 
MGcacy of real super power for sta- 
tions with managements intelligent 
to use it adequately. 


The application of WTMJ, Mil- 
waukee, Wis., for increase of power 
from 1000 to 5000 watts has been 
denied.

Campbell Expects 
To Break Speed 
Mark in New Car 


Once Held World’s . Record, 
Is Building Another 
Automobile. 


LONDON, March 15.—Capt. Mal- 
colm Campbell, once holder of the 
world’s automobiie speed record, 
will attempt to break the existing 
record of 231.4 miles an hour now 
held by England’s Maj. H. O. D. 
Segrave, some time this year, 

In an old fifteenth century house 
near Povey Cross, in Surrey, he is 
at work on a car with which he 
hopes to attain the speed of 300 
miles an hour. Closely guarding his 
secret are 14 Alsatian wolf hounds 
and a trusted group of workmen. 

“My next attempt on the motor- 
ing speed record will not be my 
last,” he recently announced, “un- 
less I can set up such a speed that 
I shall be able to rest on my laurels 
because it will remain long un- 
broken. 

“In my next attempt I hope to 
reach 300 miles an hour. I am not 
of the school of pessimists who, a 
year or two ago, stated that a car 
would leave the earth and rear over 
backwards if it exceeded 200 miles 
an hour. We shall see that 300 
miles an hour is well within the 
reach of human endeavor—and 
possibly very soon.” 

Mechanism Must Be Perfect. 

In order to attain such speed, 
Campbell says that everything 
playing a part in the trial must be 
absolutely perfect. Mechanism 
must be exact, tires must have 
perfect symmetry, body construc- 
tion must be flawless and, above 
all, the track on which the test is 
to be run must be absolutely 
smooth and level. 

Last year Campbell attempted 
to break the world’s speed record 
on a dried-up lake bed in Africa. 
Defects in the straight-away 
caused his car to swerve and bump 
and make Campbell give up his 
attempts there. As yet he has not 
announced where he will make his 
attempt this year. 

“Many people, hearing my am- 
bition to reach the 30Q-mile mark, 
have objected that flesh and blood 
will not.stand it,” Campbell re- 
marked. ‘“I think they will— 
more, I am sure of it. A good deal 
depends on the physical fitness of 
the driver. I found, after my last 
attempt in Africa, that when the 
trial ‘was finished my hands were 
as steady and my pulse as regular 
as before starting. 

“Everything, then, depends on 
obtaining the correct machine and 
having it on a perfect track at the 
right time. Then, if I can set up 
such a recorkd as I want, I might 
consider making the run my last.”

Crossing the high Atlas Moun- 
tains in French Morocco by means 
of a fine military road is a new ex- 
perience for tourists in that coun- 
try, the Foreign Travel Division of 
the American Automobile Associa- 
tion says. 

“The new military road is being 
built by the soldiers of the French 
Legion,” the statement says, “and 
its construction is well under way. 
This highway will eventually reach 
places never before accessible ex- 
cept by caravan. It is modern in 
every respect. France hopes. to 
achieve permanent pacification by 
the army of her possessions in Mo- 
rocco through this road.”

One Mile of New 
Cars in 1929 for 
3 Miles of Paving 


The automobile industry pro- 
duced one mile of new cars in 1929 
for every three miles of highway 
surfaced, and with 40 cars already 
registered to every mile, it shows 
how road-building agencies are be- 


ing pushed to keep abreast with 
the needs, according to the Amer- 
ican Automobile Association. 

The A. A. A. statement is based 


on the fact that the industry pro- 


duced 45 miles of cars per day in 
1929, or 16,425 miles for the year, 
while approximately 55,000 miles 
of roads were surfaced. 

“As the heaviest travel is on the 
interstate roads,.”’ says the nation- 
al motoring body, “this situation 
affords a convincing argument for 
increased Federal aid. Congress 
is now considering raising the 
amount from the present appro- 
priation of $75,000,000 a year to 
$125,000,000 a year. The outlook 
for more funds is exceedingly 


promising.” 


Kaye Don Places 


Great Confidence 
In Special Tires

WASHINGTON, March 
Kaye Don, the British racer who 
will strive to attain the tremendous 
speed of 240 milec an hour or more 
at Daytona Beach, F2., within the 
next few weeks, stopped in Wash- 
ington on his way to the scene of 
his speed trial. 

Don, who must exceed the record 


of 231 miles,an hour set by his 
countryman, Sir Henry O. D. Se- 
grave, is placing great confidence 
in his tires. They are the gover- 
nor of speed in any attempt of this 
sort, he pointed out, for it has been 
recognized by race drivers that the 
machine is only as fast as the maxi- 
mum speed its tires will stand. 

The tires that are to be used are 
made of fine cotton fabric with 
only a thin coating of smooth rub- 
ber. Discussing them, Don stated 
that they had been tested under 
300-mile-an-hour conditions in 
British laboratories and withstood 
that stress for two minutes before 
breaking. 

Don has no delusions about what 
may happen if there is the slight- 
est kink in the trials. He said he 
was well aware of the fact that a 
blowout at the speed he hopes to 
attain would mean death and the 
complete wrecking of his car. 


Poor Motorists Out of Lack. 


One of the chief grievances of 
owner-drivers who use their motor 
cars in London, England, is that 
there is one law for the rich and 
another for the “poor, so far as 
parking is concerned. So long as 
there is a chauffeur in charge of 
a car, it can stop almost indefinite- 
ly outside hotels, shops, and thea- 
ters. The owner-driver, however, 
is not allowed to leave his car any- 
where except at official parking 
places.

Opposes

Dyer Auto 
Theft Act 


Amendments Proposed 
by Motorists Body 
Would Penalize ‘Joy 
Riders’ Against Whom 
the Law Has Been 
Evoked, and Which 
Led Congressman 
From Missouri to Seek 
Its Revocation.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—Op- 
position to the proposed repeal of 
the national motor vehicle theft 
act was voiced this week by the 
American Motorists’ Association. 

Repeal of the act is proposed 
by its author, Congressman Dyer 


of Missouri, who declares its strin- 
gent penalties, designed to break 
up organized automobile thievery, 
is being abused by Federal Judges 
in imposing sentences on young 
men and boys for joy-riding. 

“When passed 10 years ago the 
law was never intended to make 
the act of joy-riding a Federal 
crime, nor was it intended to im- 
pose maximum sentences of five 
years of $5000 fines on young boys 
for what was many times a 
thoughtless act,” Dyer déclared in 
asking Congress to repeal his own 
legislation. “Its primary purpose 
was to reach gangs of automobile 
thieves and to prevent their dis- 
posing of loot through interstate 
traffic. It was a good law, but has 
been badly abused and should be 
repealed.” 

Amendment of the law, rather 
than its repeal, is urged by the 
American Motorists’ Association, 
which has asked to be heard along 
with other interested organizations 
in consideration of the proposed 
repeal of the act. The association 
points out that from its passage in 


October, 1919, until June 30, 1928, 


the latest available figures, there 
have been 11,072 in@icttients un- 
der the act and a total of $14,331,.- 
840 worth of automobiles recoy- 
ered, 

“Largely through the enforce- 
ment of the act by the Depart- 
ment of Justice, there has been 
comparatively little organized auto- 
mobile gang thievery, disposing of 
their loot through interstate traf- 
fic,” declares J. Borton Weeks. 
president of the A. M. A. 
of the act would result in milliona 
of loss to motorists throughout the 
United States. 

“The abuse complained of can 
be easily remedied by Congress 
without repeal of the act. This 
could be done by the insertion or 
addition of a special ‘joy-riding’ 
penalty, yet leaving in the act the 
maximum penalties for those en- 
gaged in the business of stealing 
and selling automobiles. Billions 
of dollars are invested in automo- 
biles standing daily on our public 
streets, which if left to the prey of 
thieves will be endangered by re- 
peal of the act.” 


Conference Called

necting points of the Pan-Ameri- 
can highway through these three 
countries, 

From Mexico City the highway 
system will extend through the 
States of Oaxaca, Tabasco and 


Chiapas, where the roads are part- | 


ly under construction. In Guate- 
mala work its in progress on the 
highways and an automobilist can 
drive from Guatemala City to San 
Saivador in one day, it is  an- 
nounced. The highway in the re- 
publie of San Salvador i@ already 
completed and construction work is 
under headway on roads through 
Honduras and Costa Rica,

A Cheery Smile in Morning 
Will Prevent Many a 
Mishap. 


Good breakfasts leavened with a 
cheery smile and served by a 
bright-eyed housewife in a fresh, 
crisp frock is the latest recipe for 
cutting down traffic accidents, 
The idea is sponsored by Mrs. 
James N. Downey of the safety 
division of the Detroit Police De- 
partment and chairman of the 
Women’s Safety Committee. 


“Give a man ae well-cooked 
breakfast, send him off with a 
smiling face and half of the traf- 
fic troubles will just vanish into 
thin air,” said Mrs. Downey in 
outlining her plan to officials of 
the Dodge Brothers Corporation. 

“Send him off with quarrels and 
no breakfast and he is furious at 
the world. He steps into his au- 
tomobile and drives onto the city’s 
streets hating the world. He doesn’t 
care about the other fellow. Then 
accidents happen! 

“Women haven’t any idea how 
important their conduct is in the 
whole matter of traffic,” Mrs. 
Downey explained. “The breakfast 
table is of first import. 

“Keep men happy and good tem- 
pered and they won’t quarrel with 
their fellow drivers. Any employer 
will tell you how quickly he can 
tell which of his men are unhappy 
at home. The same applies to au- 
tomobile drivers. Ask any police 
officer how frequently speeders tell 
they they are breaking traffic laws 
because they’ve just had a quarrel 
with the wife.” 

And Mrs. Downey practices what 
she preaches. Every morning of 
her life she sends her husband, a 
Deputy Sheriff, off to work with a 
fine breakfast of porridge, toast, 
fruit and coffee.

Studies to Protect Public ' in 
Home Boying. 


Progress is reported by the 
construction industries division of 
thé Belter Business Bureau of 8t. 
Leuis in assembling and establish- 
ing technical standards of prac- 
tice in the various fields of the 
construction industry. 

In many fields yeats of (study 
and research by members of{ the 
industry and various branch of 
the Government have established 
a fund of knowledge in given 


fields that is often of mestimable 
value to the home builder or pur- 
chaser in determining the ade- 
quacy or eficiency of the many 
classes of workmanship and ma- 
terials that go into a home. 

The field of hot water heating 
is an example of this condition. 
For years that industry has been 
developing’ what they term a “cer- 
tified” method of evaluating the 
character and efficiency of home- 
heating plants. Through exhaus- 
tive tests of their own and in col- 
laboration with various branches 
of the Government they have 
amassed a group of statistics that 
have a value even togthe unid- 
itiated. 

Formerly the amount of heating 
to be installed in a _ building 
-+has tabulated scientific methods of 
| guess. The contractor with the 
| beat sales ability usually secured 
‘the order for the work, and the

standards.

Embarrassing Moments in the Orchestra—Rubin- 
stein and Dr. Muck—When the Cat Jumped Be- 


By Thomas B. Sherman. 


HEN something goes wrong 
W with the orchestra during the 
progress of & symphony con- 
cert the audience does not always 
know about it. A quick. witted 
conductor can usually cover the 
break well enough to prevent the 
music from coming to a dead stop. 
But whether he conceals the con- 
tretemps or not, the conductor and 
all parties concerned, undergo, for 
the moment, a refinement of tor- 
ture that can hardly be surpassed. 
Every seasoned conductor has 
had at least one experience in his 
career when he wished he had fol- 
lowed his Aunt Mamie’s advice and 
gone in for banking. Usually he 
lives long enough to add the ex- 
perience to his collection of after 
dinner stories, 

Among those which will prob- 
ably appear in the memoirs of Eu- 
gene Goossens is the one dealing 
with what happened when the so- 
prano saxophone lost his pad, A 
pad, let me explain, is a bit of felt 
attached to the keys of a saxo- 
phone without which it is appar- 
ently worse off than a Ford with- 
out @ carburetor. It can't func- 
tion, That's all there is to it and 
one might as well use the darn 
thing as an ash tray until some 
one comes along with new pads. 


It was during the performance 
of Ravel's Bolero last Saturday 
night two weeks ago when ‘ this 
mishap occurred. Just when it 
was that the saxophone player dis- 
covered the loss of his pad has not 
been established but Mr. Goossens 
discovered it when the time canie 
for that instrument to take up the 
main and only theme of the piece. 
Instead of shattering the air with 
a biting C natural as the score 
ealied for the saxophone player 
held his instrument up in the air 
and indicated by his facial expres- 
sion that it had lost its voice. The 
oboe pluyer jumped into the breach 
a few measures later and faked 
the tune as best he could from 
memory, But by this time a mild 
panic had descended on the wood- 
wind section so much ;:> that the 
picolo player came in two meas- 
ures too soon. 

Eventually, by using a few sledge 
hammer beats Mr. Goossens 
straightened it all out and only 
those ywho had heard the Bolero 
before suspected that anything was 
wrong. A person hearing the com- 
position for the first time might 
have reasonably supposed that 
those empty measures when noth- 


ing but the rhythmic pattern was 


being sounded were executed ac- 
cording to instructions which said 
“vamp until ready.” In any case 
those members of the audience 
who wondered why Mr. Goossens 
left the podium in such a burry 
now know the reason. 


URING the same week of the 
D Bolero incident Sir Thomas 
Beecham—who habitually con- 
ducts without score or baton— 
suffered a much more embarrass- 
ing mishap in London while direct- 
ing the Royal Philharmonic Society 
and Alfred Cortot in Beethoven's 
G Major Concerto. The London 
Times reported that affair as fol- 
lows: 
“Sir Thomas Beecham conducted 
brilliant performances marred by 
one moment of such acute discom- 
fort for everybody that mention of 
it had better be got over as quickly 
as possible. There was an accident 
in the finale of the concerto, For 
a moment the pianist was at @ loss, 
then the orchestra became equally 
so, and there was a complete stop- 
page. If the initial mistake was 
M. Cortot'’s bis was the credit for 
beginning again, since the*conduc- 
ter without a score was powerless. 
It may be suggested that conduct- 
ing without a score is al! very well 
so long as everything goes right, 
but the best memory will be aided 
by a score In an emergency; more- 
over, it is surely safer for @ con- 
ductor to use a stick when playing 
with & solo artist who may be dis- 


concerted by his personal method 
of miming with both hands." 


Even if the accident noted above 
was the fault of M. Cortot it would 
not have been the first time that a 
famous pianist faltered or forgot. 
The story of what happened once 
to the famous Rubinstein is told 
in the current Saturday Evening 
Post by Olin Downes, music critic 
of the New York Times. In the 
course of an article called “Genius 
Backstage" he speaks of different 
kinds of terror that sometimes de- 
scends on artists. 


“Nor according to history,” he 
says, “have the greatest ones of 
the past escaped. A Jean de Resz- 
ke, trembling in every limb, pale as 
@ sheet scarce able to walk on the 
stage and cast his magic spell as 
the shining knight in Lohengrin. 
A Rubinstein, sweating blood, 
fuming, cursing under his breath, 
the great drops rolling from his 
forehead as he blunders and fakes 
his way through the cadenza of 
his concerto. He has forgotten the 
very key the piece is in, Karl 
Muck who conducted for him that 
night told me the story and any- 
one who has watched Muck ¢an 
visuahze the scene: The orchestra 
waiting for Rubinstein to find the 
right chord, so that it can strike 
in with the accompaniment, The 
audience, waiting too, aware that 
something is wrong... And Muck, 
his baton poised with mock-solici- 
tude, waiting to give the  long- 
awaited signal. He watches with 
b saturnine grin; he lets the lion 
suffer. 


“At last, when the tension has 
become almost unbearable, Muck 
leans over, saying, in a whisper 
distinctly audible, “D Major.” Rub- 
instein in the dressing room after 
the performance, cursing the day 
he was born and the “vergammte 
box of keys” which had nearly 
been his ruin. He had criticised 
Muck years before, when that 
young man remarked that he did 
not intend to become a pianist, but 
to lead orchestras. And now 
Muck’s turn has come. Muck 
murmurs affably to the surround- 
ing air, ‘I preferred to be a con- 
ductor.’ ”’

The 

proofs of this crime, in the opinion of 

the authorities, lav in the fact that 1 

had been ‘leading an altogether too 

serious and secluded life for a young 

wan of my age,’ and that I had ‘neith- 

er a wife nor a mistress,’ that ‘I didn't 

amuse myself like other young 

men,’ and that I had ‘demo- 

cratic ideas.’

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handcuffs, Nitti, with 67 #£4others, 
started for the island of Lampedusa. 

After a terrible journey, they 
reuched the penal island. Nitti writes: 

“The island of Lampedusa lies in 
the Mediterranean, about midway be- 
tween Malta and the coast of Tunis. 
It ig one of the Pelagian group, be- 
longing to Italy, and has a circuit of 
about 13 miles. [t is arid and rocky, 
and the sun of Africa beats implacably 
down on the sparse vegetation sprout- 
ing amid the stones that cover its 
scorched soil. 

“On the first morning that I awak- 
ened on Lampedusa I strained my eyes 
in vain to see anything but stones, 
shriveled shrubs and _ sterile earth, 
cracked with drouth. At the foot of 
a rocky eminence a solitary palm tree 
stretched its stiff leaves toward the 
sun—the only tree on that barren 
isle. 


66) re life on Lampedusa was 
regulated with military preci- 
sion. At 7 a. m. the door 
of our vast cell was opened by ~-the 
guards. At 8, the first roll call 
was held. Each of us was handed 10 
liras—less than 50 cents—the daily 
indemnity which the Government ac- 
cords to political prisoners for their 
living expenses. Afterwards we were 
free to walk around the village until 
5 o’clock. At this hour we had to as- 
semble before our prison to answer a 
second roll call. A company of cara- 
bineers was drawn up behind the po- 
lice. The prisoners entered the room

Then the doors were locked 
for the night. 


ad | FOUND the village full of 
a ragged and miserable crowd 
of evil-louking men—ordinary 
criminals, who had been deported to 
the island and were living under con- 
ditions very similar to ours. 

“There were about 300 of these con- 
victs on the island, men from the ages 
of 20 to 70, living in a nauseous at- 
mosphere of vice and moral degenera- 
tion. 

‘Lieutenant 
was our master on 
Lampedusa. 

‘Veronica, who was destined to play 
a leading role in our tragedy, was a 
young man about 27 years of age, 
rather stout, but of athletic build. His

bored a personal, implacable hatred 
against us. He had under his orders 
about 200 men of the Fascist militia,

This Lieutenant Veronica held the 
power of life or death over ail the 
prisoners. He was a supreme auto- 
crat, who seemed touched with mad- 
ness. There were increasing signs 
Nitti relates. On one oc- 
cvsion he summoned all the politi- 
cal prisoners to his headquarters and

two young brothers who had sent them 
a postal card with an illegible signa- 
ture. They refused to tell him, fear- 
ing for the safety of an old friend who 
had been loyal to them. With this Ver- 
onica seized a riding crop and beat 
them over the face until they were 
both drenched with blood. 

Again, when the political prisoners 
organized some amateur theatricals to 
relieve the deadly monotony of Lampe- 
dusa, Veronica charged into their com- 
mon cell and ordered the carabineers 
to take all the Romans to his office. 
There he’singled out Pietro Rossi and, 
holding a dagger against his bared 
breast, screamed, “Cry ‘Long live Italy!’ 
immediately or I'll 
kill you.”’ Rossi re- 
fused. Veronica 
pushed the dagger

into Rossi's flesh, again making his 
demand. Once more Rossi refused. At 
this Veronica lost all control and 
plunged the dagger deeper and deep- 
er into Rossi's breast. When the 
young prisoner fainted, Veronica com- 
manded the n ost muscular carabineer 
to trample the prone figure and kick 
the face of the unconscious Rossi. He 
was at last left for - 
dead with the other 
prisoners, who man- 
aged to bring him 
back to consciousness. 
_ Nitti relates that it 
was he who was in- 
strumental in having 
this mad tyrant re- 
moved. Through a se- 
eret channel, which he 
cannot even now dis- 
close for fear of re- 
prisals, he was able to 
SmMuggle out a report 
of the cruelty and ill- 
treatment endured on 
the island. Not long 
aftef Veronica had 
been removed and sent 
to the mainiand, Nitti, 
with most of the other 
political prisoners, was 
transferred to the 
island of Lipari, often 
referred to as Italy's 

Devil's Island. 
Here existence was 
a little more endur- 
able. There were trees 
and a fairly decent vil- 
lage. Vigilance was 
unceasing, discipline. 
stern, but at least 
there wer no flagrant 
brutalities, And it was 
here, shortly after Nit- 
ti’s arrival,that he met two newcom- 
ers, Emilio Lussu and Carlo Roselli. 
The latter was of an old and wealthy 
family. Lussu, a member for many 
years of the Italian Parliament, had 
Crganized political opposition to Mus- 
solini in Sardinia. The plot to escape 
began to take form almost imme- 

diately. 

“Lussu was ready to embrace any 


- scheme, even the moat risky, to regain 


his liberty. But he was more care- 
fully guarded than any of us. His 
house was watched day and night, and 
even when he went out for a walk he 
was followed at a distance by four de- 
tectives. In this the island author- 
ities were obeying special orders from 
Rome. 

“Roselli and I were also watched, 
though less strictly, Roselli was re- 
garded as a dangerous deportee be-

cause he had staged the flight of -Tu- 
rati, and also because he was wealthy. 
Evcape from Lipari costs money, iike 
all enterprises of that nature, and the 
authorities always seemed rather nerv- 
ous about him. 

“And here I must reveal that there 
were no longer three of us. To my 
great regret, I cannot even now re- 
veal his real name, for he was the 
man who a few months later had to 
come personally, facing the most ter- 
rible risks, to deliver 
island prison. Let us call him For- 
tunie. He had been at Lipari about 
two years. 


COT unrded was not so closely 


guarded as we were. It was 

easier for him to elaborate our 
plans and particularly to organize a 
system of communication with the out- 
side world. 

‘Before adopting our final plan we 
had considered various schemes, but 
we gave them up when we received 
definite news from our friends in Italy 
that they were prepared to come and 
take us off the island with a high-pow- 
ered motor boat, if we could provide 
them with exact information regarding 


the spot where we would be waiting 


for them and the surveillance exercised 
by the warships and police vessels 
that guarded the coast. 

“Our most difficult problem was 
to determine the place . where we 
should wait for our friends to 
take us on board their boat. It was 
necessary that it should fulfill two 
essential requirements: first, it must 
be near enough for us to reach easily 
at nightfall and to return from to our 
quarters before the evening roll call in 
case our friends failed to meet us; sec- 
ond, it must be so situated that our 
friends could approach at high speed

of us without 
exciting suspi- 
cion. 

“We were 
forced to reck- 
on with the 
possibllity that 
our friends for some rea- 
so might be unable to be 
at the rendezvous at the 
hour fixed. In that case 
we would have to get back 
to our houses in time to 
be ‘present’ when the night 
patrols made their rounds. 

If we were only half an 

hour late the alarm would 

be given and all our plans might be 
discovered. 

“The whole thinx had to take place 
in less than 45 minutes. 

“It was arranged that our friends, 
on sighting the island, should develop 
motor trouble and lie far out at sea 
until nightfall, out of range of the 
semaphore on Vulcano, a- nearby is- 
land, and the signal stations on the 
other islands of the group. Then they 
were to dash in at full speed, turning 
off their motor, when within a few 
hundred yards of the rendezvous and 
letting their boat drift noiselessly until 
we could swim out and be picked up. 

“At this time our friends informed 
us that they also were encountering 
unexpected di’ficulties in perfecting 
their plans. We felt downcast and 
disappointed, but we were careful to 
conceal our feelings, even from our 
fellow deportees.

actors. Being more closely watched 
than Fortunio and I, they had to ex- 
ercise far greater powers of dissimula- 
tion." 

The first attempt failed and the 


three conspirators were plunged into 
despair. They had swum out to the 
jutting rock that was the pre-arranged 
place. For an hour and a half they 
waited for the friends who ware to 
tuke them away. And then in des- 
peration they hurried back to theil 
quarters so they would be able to an- 
swer ‘‘Present’’ at the evening check- 
up. To have been caugiit out after 
9:30 would, of course, have meant the 
end of all their hopes. 

A few days later they recvived 
word that their rescuers had had 
to put back to shore because heavy 
seas threatened to swamp the mo- 
tor boat. A new time was fixed. 
Nitti describes the successful attempt 
as follows:

Ritter is twice a doctor, a doctor of 
medicine and of philosophy. A.man 
now of something more than 40, he 
has had an evidently successful career 
in Germany, for shortly before he left 
his home he was offered a professor- 
ship at Freiburg. He has done consid- 
erable experimentation in nutrition. 

But the philosopher in him was re- 
pelled by our modern civilization. A 
student first of Schopenhauer and 
Nietzsche, he turned to the ancient 
Chinese philosopher and mystic, Lao- 
Tse, and in him thought he had dis- 
covered what he wanted. 


URING the war Dr. Ritter served 
[ere years with the German 
army.

But it was something else that caused 
him to break his home ties and, with 
his wife's permission, to. take Dore 
Koerwin with him and try to find sur- 
cease on the rocks of Charles Island.

But recent ad- 
vices from Berlin say that Dr. Ritter 
was married in Germany: and that his 
wife, evidently not sharing in his be- 
liefs, released him and allowed him 
to go upon his way with Dore Koer- 
win. Dr. Ritter then found it possi- 
ble to realize upon an inheritance be- 
fore it was paid out to him, and with 
this money financed his adventure.

Or eggs. Vegetables make their 
menu, and frequently these vegetables 
are uncooked.

“We came upon the _ Ritters,’’ 
Brownell told me, ‘‘just as they were 
leaving their camp near the spring. 
They had seen and heard our signals 
of the night before, but were afraid 
to try to get to the ship in the dark 
—afraid they would fall and hurt 
themselves.

trousers and a white 
shirt, Frau Ritter wore a 
white wash dress, something like a 
house dress, I should say. Both were 
immaculate. Ritter is a small man, 
hardly taller than she, with reddish 
hair and beard that have been burned 
by the sun. He is slender, hardly 
weighing more than 120 pounds, but 
is, I suspect, rather wiry. 

“They both were injured and he 
was anxious for antiseptics. He had 
gashed his arm by falling on a sickle, 
and the wound was hardly healed, and 
she had a ‘badly-scarred knee, torn 
by falling on the rocks. 

“They were delighted to see us. 
Their camp consisted of a tent with 
a garden patch beside it where Ritter 
is attempting to grow vegetables, such 
as we are used to, and fruits. He ex- 
pects to do especially: wel! with ba- 
nanas. He carried a small sack of 
tomatoes he had grown to the ship 
for our benefit, and was very proud 
of them. 

“Their great difficulty, and their 
reason for writing the note which we 
found, came about by the theft of 
their supplies. They had cached, near 
the shore, nearly all of the supplies 
they’d brought to the island. Some 
ship had come along, taken every- 
thing they owned, and left them des- 
perate. 

“Ritter reminds me of the early 
Christian type, the sort of man who 
went into seclusion to think about 
it all. He is a mystic and a very 
gentie, humane man. He is a trust- 
ing soul. That is likely the reason he 
lost his supplies; he probably never 
thought of anyone taking them. 

“When I asked him why he didn't 
use one of the many wild donkeys 
on the island as a beast of burden, 
he shook his head, and told me he 
did not think that was right. 

“He never seemed to realize that 
he and the girl might be subject to

land on the place. The birds, he told 
me, were eating his garden: he hated 
to do it, but he wondered if we had a 
shotgun we could let him have. We 
had none, but we gave him a rifle and 
1500 rounds of ammunition. The rifle 
would be good defense against other 
maurauders than birds. Ritter knows 
how to use firearms. 

“The girl is a cultured, well-edu- 
cated young woman. She and Ritter 
had lunch with us on the yacht. I 
walked to the phonograph, and asked 
her if she minded American popular 
music. She said she didn’t, told me 
that she liked it. I put on a record, 
and she listened to it, doing a few 
sieps as any young girl will That 
interested me—that this girl, young 
and alert, who had so recently been a 
pert of the world, could be reminded 
of it and enjoy it, and still be thor- 
ougkly content where she was. 

“They were with us five or six 
hours.

OT an told us that they 
planned to build a house, that 
a boat was to bring them lum- 
ber.

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NEW YORK. 
OCKED in th 
brain of Heinrich 
Weber, chemist and 
engineer, iate of 
Lemberg, Poland, 
is a secret formula 
which may be 
worth millions of 
dollars, but in spite 
of his valuable 
. knowledge he is 
living on the edge of destitution be- 
cause of a recent judicial decision re- 
straining him from imparting his se- 
cret to anyone, selling it or sailing for 
Europe, where he might dispose of it. 

His secret is a simple formuia fora 
brown liquid which fuel experts of 
Europe and America say would revolu- 
tionize the coal and lumber industry 
and solve the problem of the world’s 
dwindling supply of coal and wood. But 
Supreme Court Justice McGoldrick has 
sealed Weber’s lips and in the accom- 
panying proceedings has brought to 
light a remarkable story of a genius 
whose eccentricity has kept him in 
poverty, rulned the man who under- 
took to help him and may yet keep his 
epoch-making formula a useless secret 
forever. 

The story starts at Lemberg, Poland, 
during the war. There one Isadore 
Thornschein, a man of some sub- 
stance and influence, became friendly 
with the chemist, Heinrich Weber. It 
was Thornschein who saved Weber 
from military service during the great 
war, making it possible for him to 
continue research which led to his dis- 
covery of the formula. Thornschein 
also contributed liberally to Weber's 
support, and in return Weber agreed to 


give him a share in the profits of the . 


formula when it was marketed. 

By July, 1927, the formula had been 
perfected and Weber and Thornschein 
were prepared to take steps to profit 
from it. Thoraschein, though once a 
man of wealth, had as a result of the 
war lost everything, and it now de- 
volved upon him to go in search of 
capital with which to exploit his 
friend's discovery. He decided to g0 
into Germany to consult coal barons 
about the invention. Accordingly, he 
stopped in at the photograph gallery 
of one Joseph Broder in Lemberg to 
have a passport photograph made. 
Thornasachein was acquainted with 
Broder, and happened to mention to 
him the fact that his friend the chem- 
ist had succeeded in discovering a 
liquid which, when applied to coal 
dust, bound it together into briquettes 
which could be manufactured more 
cheaply than coal could be mined and 
which were even more efficient as fuel. 
‘Thornschein went on to say that by 
using the same formula Weber could 
make wood out of sawdust and shav- 
ings, and marble from marble duat. 


RODER was much impressed. 
B “But why do you go to Germany 

with a discovery like that?” he 
asked. ‘‘America is the place for it 
and there you will be sure to make a 
fortune.”’ 

“Of course,’’ Thornschein agreed, 
“but we don't know anyone in Amer- 
ica. It is much further than Germany 
and it ia an expensive trip.” 

‘‘America is the place,’’ Broder per- 
sisted. ‘‘And my brother-in-law there 
is the man to handle it for you. He 
has some capital and he knows the big 
business interests there. You get in 
touch with Moses Rosenwald and: he 
will handle it for you. You will be 
rich.”’ 

Thornschein knew Rosenwald, for 
he, too, had formerly been a wealthy 
resident of Lemberg. The war had 
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also ruined him, put he had emigrated 
to New York, and although a man of 
60, had got on his feet again in the 
insurance business and was reputed to 
be-doing very well in His new home. 
On the strength of Broder’s persua- 
sions Thornschein abandoned his trip 
to Germany and immediately began a 
series of long, glowing letters to Ros- 
enwald, in which he told of his ac- 
quaintance with Weber, well-known 
chemist and engineer, and of the mar- 
velous formula awaiting conversion 
into a fortune. It was a formula, 
Thornsechein made it plain, that would 
revolutionize the coal and lumber 
business and the only thing needed 
was capital with which to exploit it, 
and that was why he was writing to 
Rosenwald. 


PON receipt of these letters Ros- 
| | enwald communicated with rela- 

tives in Poland and asked them 
to investigate Weber's professional 
standing. And they in turn reported 
that Weber's briquette invention had 
aroused the interest of the great bank- 
ing houses of Rothschild and Hohen- 
lohe and of the German and Polish 
Governments. 

Rosenwald immediately sailed for 
Europe and in September, 1927, met 
Weber and Thornschein in Lemberg. 
Weber then explained that his artifi- 
cial briquettes could be made out of 
coal dust, cold water and a very cheap 
binding fluid, the formula for which 
he had discovered, 
but which, how- 
ever, he would not 
disclose. He said 
that the cost of 
manufacturing such 
briquettes in the 
United States would 
hardly exceed $1 a 
ton, and that they 
were a better fuel 
than coal because 
they were consumed 
entirely, burning 
to a fine powder, 
and not to large, 
lumpy cinders. 
They were far su- 
perior to the bri- 
quettes already on 
the market, which 
were made of pitch 
and tar, giving off 
considerable odor 
and gaseous smoke 
and which were 
almost equal in cost to mined coal. 

Weber then gave Rosenwald power 
of attorney and a number of sample 
briquettes which had been made with 
his formula, and Rosenwald returned 
to the United Statee to interest capital® 
in the invention. 

Rosenwald went to officials of the 
Lehigh Valley Navigation and Coal 
Company, the largest coal producers 
in the United States. He showed 
Vice President Becker thé samples and 
explained the situation to him. Becker 
was impressed. He said that if Weber 
would patent the formula, the Lehigh

company would be willing to furnish 
the capital to exploit it. He said that 
it was a very important discovery, be- 
cause coal at the mines cost about 
$9.75 a ton, and existing briquettes al- 
most as much, and Weber's cheaper 
and more efficient product costing 
about one-tenth as much would revo- 
lutionize the industry. 


The Prospect Coal Company, an- 
other large American producer, was 
likewise greatly interested when they 
saw the samples Rosenwald showed 
them. Rosenwald then got officials 
of that company to send a letter to the 
United States Consul at Warsaw which 
resulted in a special visa to exempt 
Weber and Thornschein from immi- 
gration restrictions and to permit them 
to enter the United States as inventors. 

The following January Rosenwald 
again went to Po- 
land and there 
had a conference 
with Weber and 
Thorneachein. 
They drew up an 
agreement. Ros- 
enwald was to 
bring them to the 
United States and 
to pay all their 
living and travel- 
ing expenses. He 
also) agreed to 
raise the neces- 
sary capital to 
exploit the dis- 
covery within a 
year, and if at 
the end of that 
time he had 
failed, he was to 
be granted a six- 
months extension. 
In return Weber 

° egreed to give 
him a 17% per cent interest in 
the profits, the same share that 
Weber had agreed to gife Thorn- 
schein for the important services he 
had already ,rendered. And it was 
likewise agreed that Weber was to co- 
operate with Rosenwald and do every- 
thing reasonable to help him convert 
the formula into a marketable prod- 
uct. When the agreement was signed, 
Rosenwald gave Weber $3000 and 
Thornschein $800 to provide them 
with funds, and in the summer of 1$28 
they sailed for America. Rosenwald 
also gave the necessary bond for them 


when they arrived 
at Ellis Island and 
the three men en- 
tered the country 
where abundant 
wealth was waiting 
for them. 

The first ‘confer- 
ence was with the 
Prospect Coal Com- 
pany, which had ob- 
tained the admission 
of Weber and Thorn- 
schein into the coun- 
try. Officials of the company undertook 
to erect a factory and to provide all liv- 
ing expenses of Rosenwald, Weber 
and Thornschein until the business 
was established, in return for a 25 per 
cent interest. But Weber, in return, 
they insisted, must protect them by 
having his formula patented. Weber 
and his partners took the proposition 
under advisement, and, at Weber’s in- 
sistence, decided that they ought to 
talk business with the Lehigh Valley 
company to see what sort of offer they 
would make. 

The Lehigh officials said that they 
were very ftnterested in the discovery 
and Were willing to exploit it, with 
liberal terms for Weber, but first he 
must demonstrate the truth of his as- 
sertions. They offered him the exclu- 
sive use of one of their laboratories, 
guaranteed him all the privacy he 
wanted, and asked him to make up 
several hundred of the briquettes for 
test purposes. If he could, as he had 
claimed, make them out of cold water, 
coal dust and his own secret binding 
liquid, they would have him patent his

sonal friends and 
personal enemies 
as equals before 
the law, and to re- 
frain from making 
off with the court- 
house ‘steps, a 
Judge, it may be 
argued, is entitled 
to no special cita- 
tion for measur- 
ing up to expecta- 
tions. But at the 
same time the 
practice of measur- 
ing up to these 
ideals has some- 
thing to do with 
the widely heard 
assertion that the 
Eastern District of 
Missouri is _ for- 
tunate in having 
such a@ man as 
Judge Faris on the 
bench. 
It if an easy 
thing for a Fed- 
eral Judge to be- 
come a tyrant in 
his court. The set- 
ting is eminently 
fitted for turning a 
mans head unless 
he be a man of 
strong mora! fiber. 
He is appointed for 
life and is beyond 
the reach of popu- 
lar elections. He 
must answer only 
to Congress and 
then only when 
that body has been 
aroused -to sit as a 
court of impeach- 
ment. 
But something 
besides honesty, in- 
dustry and the 
ability to rise 
ubove tyranny must 
also be counted 
among the qualifi- 
cations of a Fed- 
eral Judge. He 
must be the ablest 
of lawyers, for his 
court hendies an 
enormous variety 
of cases. The 
scope of law involved is forbiddingiy 
vast for one man to encompass. The 
law affecting patents and bankruptcy 
elone is so intricate that many attor- 
peys specialize in these fields and 
handle cases of no other kind, and 
yet a Federal Judge must be equipped 
to try them all and dispose of a few 
hundred bootleggers and drug ped- 
dlers in between. 


S A RESULT of his special 
A\ cnomiedee of chemistry and en- 
gineering. Judge Faris has 
found his court in great demand 
for. the trial of patent infringe- 
ment cases. Many corporations bring 
their patent suits’ to St. Louis from 
distant states for that reason. He 
has a way of penetrating the formid- 
able phraseology of technical experts, 
grasping the fundamental issues and 
dragging them out to public view. 
The business of applying himself 
for weeks at a téme to one phase or 
another of learning, with all the dili- 
gence of a student facing fina) exam- 
‘nations, is deciared by his friends to 
be one of the Judge's most firmly 
fixed habits. He is a sort of perpetual 
student. Books are his dissipation. 
He has in his home an unusually ex- 
tensive library of classics and is said 
to read himself to sleep at night with 
regularity. An intimate acquaintance 
of the Judge declares he doubts if 
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there is a lawyer anywhere in the 
United States with a more compre- 
hensive knowledge of sciences, lan- 
guages and literature than Judge 
Faris Years ago he acquired suffi- 
cient command of French and Ger- 
man to qualify as an interpreter of 
those languages in his court and once 
in a forgery case he qualified as a 
judge of Hebrew handwriting. 

Books really constitute his main 
diversion but his bent for fishing is 
not to be overlooked when one speaks 
of the Judge's dissipatione. Every 
summer finds him at Stone Lake, Wis- 
consin, in resolute and whole-hearted 
pursuit of trout and muskellunge and 
whatever else there is in Stone Lake 
that will bite at a hook. They say 
it was he who caught the biggest fish 
ever taken out of Stone Lake. Even 
the Judge himself admitted it was a 
“whopper,” which was going pretty 
far for him, Because he is a modest 
man. 

It interrupts the progress of this 
narrative to state that Judge Faris— 
Charies Breckenridge Faris ——- was 
born. But it is a customary practice 
and besides it may be listed as one of 
the early misfortunes which he, like 
all other great men, has had to over- 
come. He was born on se farm near 
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Charleston, :in Mississippi County, 
October 3, 1864. That is in the re 
gion known as ‘““Swampeast’’ Missouri, 
a region famous for its cotton, its 
drainage projects and.the New Madrid 
earthquake. Young Faris finished 
high echool at Charleston and in 
further pursuit of education went to 
the University of Missouri. 

His college career was distinguished 
by two things in particular. One was 
that he was a campus liberal, a bit 
precocious in penetrating shams and 
frauds and given to the habit of speak- 
ing his mind. Another was the fact 
that he was suspended because of this 
habit a short time before he was to 
have received his degree. The specific 
offense for which he was called on 
the carpet wae the issuance of an un- 
authorised campus publication called 
the “Bogus Program.’ The trouble 
with the “Bogus Program" was that 
it lampooned certain members of the 
faculty and student body and told 
things, generally known as fact, but 
which didn’t look well in print. His 
degree was withheld for a year or 80 
as a result of the disturbance but 
eventually was granted. Then in 
1922, more than 30 years afterwards, 
cam¢ an interesting commentary on 
the affair when the University of Mis- 


_ ia 


sour! conferred on 
him the honorary 
degree of LL. D. in 
recognition of his 
achievements and 
the honor he had 
brought upon the 
institution. 

Faris finished his 
legal education — 
or rather, his law 
course—at Wash- 
ington University 
and set himself up 
in practice at Ca- 
ruthersville, Pemis- 
cot County, in his 
home district. One 
of his earliest cases 
was a lawsuit in 
which he represent- 
ed the Frisco Rail- 
road. It is related 
that he was jubilant 
at winning the 
case and proudly 
wired to Frisco 
headquarters in St. 
Louis: ‘‘Justice has 
been done.”’ 

Back came 
laconic reply: 
peal at once.’ 

Two of the lower 
rungs on the ladder 
leading to a Feder- 
al judgeship com- 
monly are those of 
City Attorney and 
Prosecuting Attor- 
ney. Faris paused 
for a time on each 
of these and was 
elected to the State 
Legisiature besides 
Then he was elect- 
ed Circuit Judge. 
When he went into 
office the court was 
eeveral hundred 
cases behind the 
docket. By dispos- 
ing of cases at a 
rate never before 
attained in his cir- 
cuit and by holding 
court 42 weeks out 
of each year of his 
two-year term, he 
managed to over- 
haul the docket and 
leave office with a 
clean slate. En- 
forcement of the 
law against carry- 
ing concealed weap- 
ons was one of his 
4 : eccentricities during 

his term as Circuit 
Judge. He sent 21 men to the peniten- 
tiary for this offense within two years. 
Another eecentricity was his habit of 
compelling divorce seekers to prove 
their charges. A quaint fellow was 
this Caruthersville jurist. 

His record on the circuit bench was 
a dominating factor in his election in 
1912 as a Judge of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court. There he continued to 
command marked attention, not only 
by reason of his capacity for work 
and thoroughness, but also by his 
willingness to depart from precedent 
if such action seemed necessary in 
order to effect what he considered to 
be justice. Two of his decisions in 
particular were precedent-making. One 
of the most famous in the history of 
the Missouri Supreme Court was his 
decision in the Lumber Trust case in 
which he levied a fine of $436,000 
against lumber companies of the 
State for violation of the anti-trust 
laws. It was the heaviest fine ever 


assessed in the State. 


NOTHER was his invoking of 
Aw rule of Res ipsa Logui- 
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hotels 
and lodging houses in cases of per- 
sonal injury to, or death of, ten- 
ants in fires. The rule previously 
had been invoked in railroad dam- 
age suits. In substance, the rule 
places upon the owner of such prop- 
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‘Opinion any more. 


erty the burden of proof that in- 
jury or death of victims in accidents 
did not result from the owner's nég- 
lect or his failure to comply with the 
law. 

The case in which he invoked the 
rule and thereby set a precedent 
which frequently has been  fol- 
lowed since that time was the out- 
growth of a .lodging-house fire in 
Kansas City in which a woman lost 
her life. Children of this woman 
filed suit against the owner of the 
building, charging neglect in that the 
building was not equipped with fire 
escapes. They lost the case in the 
Jackson County Circuit Court, how- 
ever, on the contention of the defend- 
ant that there was nothing to show 
the woman would have got out glive 
even had there been fire escapes. In 
reversing and remanding the case, 
Judge Faris wrote as follows: 

“e © © © We are not able to concur 
with a view of the law (in those cases 
where defendant, by actual criminal 
negligence in failing to comply with 
simple police regulations devised in 
consonance with the spirit of human- 
ity, has brought about a holocaust 
which snuffed out many lives) which 
in effect, holds it possible for those 
only to sue who are crippled, but 
which seals up the facts and the law 
when the lips of the dead are sealed, 
that no action may be brought for 
their death. Such a view penalizes 
the innocent for the benefit of the 
guilty. The law ought not to allow 
the guilty defendant to be the gole 
financial beneficiary of this woman's 
horrible death. * * © ® 

After reviewing circumstances of 
the fire and pointing out other cases 
in which the rule had been invoked, 
he continued: 

“We think these reasons suffice to 
uphold the rule, but if they do not 
and if to hold thus makes necessary 
the creation of a new precedent then 
we ought, in a case of such crying 
necessity, to create it. Neither the 
day for the making of new precedents 
is past, nor is the field thereof already 
occupied to exclusion.’ 


Faris resigned from the State Su- 

preme Court and became a Fed- 
eral Judge upon appointment of Pres- 
ident Wilson. He says if his be- 
havior continues good he probably 
will remain in the post for the rest 
of his life. 

Not often does he submit a written 
He once explained 
he abandoned the practice of writing 
them when he learned that written 
Opinions were being assembled and 
sold by a publishing house. He said 
the pressure of business in hia court 
did not permit him to take the time 
necessary for writing opinions as care- 
fully as they should be written, es- 
pecially if they were to be published 
By submitting oral opinions, he 
pointed out, he could serve the ends 
of justice quite as well and save a 
great deal of the court's time. 

In spite of this general policy, how- 
ever, some famous opinions have come 
from his pen since he has been on 
the Federal bench. One of the most 
notable was that rendered two years 
ago in the St. Louls @ O’Falion Rail- 
road case Although this case con- 
cerned specifically oniy an obscure 
little coal-bauling line nine miles long, 
it leaped into nation-wide prominence. 
[t was called the ‘biggest lawsuit in 
history’ because of its acceptance by 
both the Interstate Commerce (Com. 
mission and the railroads of the coun- 
try as a test of the principles aud 
methods to be employed in the vaiua- 
tion of all railroads, both for the pur- 
pose of rate-making and for the re 
capture by the Federal Government of 
one-half of excess earnings above 6 
per cent 

The case was heard by a special 
court of three Federal Judges, com- 
prising Judge Kimbrough Stone and 
Judge Arba 8S. Van Valkenburgh of the 
United States Court of Appeals and 
District Judge Faris The special 
court rendered a decision upholding 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
the opinion being written by Judge 
Stone and concurred in by the others. 
The special court did not find it neces- 
sary to go into the moot question of 
valuation to decide the specific point 
at issue. However, Judge Faris wrote 
a separate opinion in which he went 
above and beyond the findings of the 
special court and delved exhaustively 
into valuation methods 

After pointing out that the Supreme 
Court had never laid down a rule for 
arriving at valuation. Judge Faris 
himself wrote a formula. While the 
whole subject of valuation is very 
technical, it may be said briefly tha’ 
his formula provided two things: ‘irs

a day and flew the 
plane back to Roosevelt.

The Lindberghs were so pleased at 
the privacy and quiet of the Country 
Club, as compared with Roosevelt 
Field, that they decided to complete 
the course there. They could spend 
the night at the club, and thus save 
themselves an hour's drive from the 
city each morning. The club also 
owned a Curtiss-Fledgliag dual-con- 
trol ship which could be rented by 
members for $20 an hour. 


CCORDINGLY, on the night of 
A ace 19, the Lindberghs drove 

from their apartment’ in New 
York out to Hicksville, traveling in 
the Colonel's sedan. 

The next morning, Tuesday, they 
were up around 8 o'clock, break- 
fasted in the club’s little colo- 
nial dining room, and at 9 o'clock 
went out to the hangar and climbed 
into the Fledgling, this one being a 
brilllantly colored ship with orange 
fuselage and yellow wings. For an 
hour Mrs. Lindbergh practiced tak- 
lug off and landing, with Lindbergh 
climbing out of his seat to talk to her 
after each landing. After the lesson 
they drove away. 

That night before bedtime they re- 
turned again to the club, and the next 
morning were in the plane at &:45. 
The routine was repeated, only this 
time it lasted until 12:45, a matter 
of four hours, which, as any aviator 
will tell you, is an exceptionally long 
period of instruction, must lessons 
lasting about thirty minutes. Mrs. 
Lindbergh, although tired at the end 
of the morning, wasn’t exhausted. nor 


did she seem to feel that she was be- 
ing subjected to a severe strain, When 
the matter was mentioned to Lind- 
bergh he said that he believed the 
reason why most flying lessons lasted 
but a half-hour wasn’t because of the 
strain on the student, but because 
teachers had s0 inany students thev 
usually couldn't give any one of them 
more time. Many flyers, however, 
believe that any lesson that lasts long- 
er than between one and two hours 
is apt to prove a strain, particularly 
in the case of a woman. 

Nevertheless, Mrs. Lindbergh didn’t 
feel that she was being roughly han- 
dled, and the next day they were again 
in the Fledgling at 8:50 for a leason 
that lasted two hours and fifteen min- 
utes. 

That night they spent in New 
York City, but next morning they were 
at the club in time for breakfast 
at 8:30. After breakfast Lindbergh 
talked over the telephone to someone 
in Washington, D. C., and a few min- 
utes later he and his wife were on the 
field. : 


OR about an hour they flew 
Pe eroune in the Fledgling, landing 

repeatedly and taking off. After 
one of these landings by the pupil the 
teacher was seen climbing out of the 
plane. He spoke a few words to his 
pupil and she was off in a roar across 
the field, picking up speed rapidly. 
The Fledgling rose easily as the fledg- 
ling flyer “gave her the gun” and 
pulled back thé stick. She circled un- 
til she attained an altitude of 500 
feet and then returned to the ground 


in an exceptionally 

good landing. 
Lindbergh stood 
silently watching and when 
the plane stopped rolling 
he walked over to the side 
of the ‘fuselage and spoke 
a few words. No one knew 
whether it was encouragement 
or further fine points in the art of 
flying, but Mrs. Lindbergh was seen 
to nod and she was off for the second 
time. Again she rose easily, climbed 
to a hetght of 500 feet, circled several 
minutes around the field and came 
down again. Onceemore she made a 
perfect ‘‘three-point’’ landing. Again 
Lindbergh spoke to her and again she 

was off. 

This time she stayed aloft long- 
er, and Lindbergh sat down on 
the porch of the clubhouse and 
glanced at a paper, lifting his eyes 
every few seconds toward the sky. He 
put aside the paper to watch her make 
another excellent landing, and this 
time he climbed into the plane with 
her and together they were off for a 
half-hour of practice. Mrs. Lindbergh, 
although she had previously often 
handled the stick on rides with her 
husband, had at last taken her first 
solo flight. 


HE telephone call to Washington 
was now explained, Lindbergh 
had telephoned to William Mac- 
Cracken, Assistant Secretary of Com- 
merce for Aeronautics, that Mrs. Lind- 
bergh had taken the required physical 
examination and had been found fit. 
As she was about to solo in a regis- 
tered plane, and as such a plane can 
be operated only by persons duly li- 
censed by the Department of Com- 
merce, Lindbergh called MacCracken 
to request that the necessary papers be 
prepared. Thus, technically, Mrs. 
Lindbergh was licensed when she 
took her first solo flight, although 
she was not then in possession of the 
document. 

The next morning the Lindberghs 
spent another hour during which 
Lindbergh instructed his wife in spins 
and spirals. In the meantime, how- 
ever, the newspapers had learned that 
Mrs. Lindbergh had made her solo 
flight the previous day, and on the 
following morning an enterprising 
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newspaper cameraman chartered 4 
plane at Roosevelt Field and flew over 
to Hicksville to get a few shots. Lind- 
bergh, however, feared that the prox 
imity of the photographer's plane 
might disconcert his pupil and, rather 
than risk any accident, brought the 
course of instruction to an end 


struction Mrs. Lindbergh had be-

Nor should 
one overlook the fact that in flying #0 
often with Lindbergh, before and aft- 
er their marriage, she must have &c- 
quired considerable knowledge. /0 
fact, it is reasonable to suppose (thal 
Mrs. Lindbergh had developed a very 
acute air sense before she began her 
lessons. She had accompanied het 
husband on practically every distance 
flight he made. 

The flying costumes worn by the 
couple, if not remarkable, were cer 
tainly interesting, if only because 0! 
their contrast. Lindbergh wore an o> 
dinary gray suit of clothes, sometimes 
wearing a black aviator’s helmet wit! 
it, Mrs. Lindbergh, however, Ww 
more colorful. She wore tan whip 
cord riding breeches with black rid 
ing boots, a white shirt, necktie. * 
navy blue leather flying jacket, a biue 
helmet and brown kid gloves. 

On another occasion she was less the 
well-dressed woman of the air. That 
was just a short time ago, when s/¢ 
followed close on her husband's heels 
in flying a glider. Lindbergh won his 
glider pilot's license, and it wasn't |ong 
before Mrs. Lindbergh, attired in & 
pair-of overalls that looked like they 
had been made for a man of six feet, 
was after one of her own.

Judge displays a frigid determina- 
tion that the law shall not be 
flexed. With the guilty—and he 
usually knows when a man is 
guilty long before the jury does— 
he is relentiess. Particularly 
merciless is he with habitual of- 
fenders or with offenders who, he 
thinks, should have known better. 
But underneath this judicial frig- 
idity, he is found to be human 
and sympathetic after all. He has 
become almost as widely known 
for the homely philosophy which 
he dispenses from the bench as 
for his weightier opinions. Fre- 
quently such expressions are 
heard in connection with prohi- 
bition cases, for although he deals 
severely with prohibition vioilat- 
ors, he openly deplores the law 
that makes such action necessary. 

“One of the principal troubles 
with the law.” the Judge declared 
not long ago in passing sentence

His attitude toward the prohi- 
bition law is probably illustrated 
best by one of his own anecdotes. 
Quoted as saying be was opposed 
to prohibition, the Judge took a 
reporter to task, declaring he 
hadn't put it just that way. 

“If you had said,’ explained 
the Judge, “that my position was 
like that of the lawyer who, upon 
being asked if he was trying to 
show his contempt for the court, 
replied, ‘No, Your Honor, I'm 
trying to conceal it,’ you would 
would have stated my attitude.”
